CLEVELAND, Dec. 30.—(INS)— 
Further nationwide rail unrest 
faced the country today in the 
wake of an operating brother­ 
hood’* rejection of the three-year 
peace pact announced in Washing­ 
ton December 21. 
General chairmen of the Broth­ 
erhood of Locomotive Engineers 
did not specifically reject the 
White House pact as such, but 
made it clear that the brotherhood, 
representing 70,000 workers, found 
its terms unacceptable. 
James P. Shields, grand chief 
engineer of the BLE, issued a brief 
statement adopted by the general 
chairman late yesterday after two 
days of discussion. It stated: 
“They (the chairmen) fully ana­ 
lyzed the Washington memoran­ 
dum of December 21 and have in­ 
structed the grand chief mid his 
negotiating committee to go back 
to Washington to negotiate the 
terms of that memorandum into 
s more favorable settlement.” 
Shields would not elaborate on 
the statement but indicated that 
renewed talks with the carriers 
would begin January 15 in Wash­ 
ington. 
. , 
John R. Steelman, presidential 
assistant, announced the original 
proposal, which calls for a 23-cents 
hourly wage hike and ¡eventual es­ 
tablishment of a 40-hour work 
week, plus other provisions. 
Three other rail unions, the 
Brotherhood of Railroad Train­ 
men, the Order of Railway Con­ 
ductors and the Brotherhood of 
Locomotive Engineers and Fire­ 
men, have yet to act on the pro­ 
posal. The BRT and BLF&E will 
meet Thursday in Cleveland and 
the ORC will meet January 7 in St. 
Louis.

NEW YORK, Dec. 30—(INS)— 
John Foster Dulles last night at­ 
tacked “the fallacy” of an “area 
defense” program based on the 
Western hemisphere advanced re­ 
cently by former president, Her­ 
bert Hoover. 
Dulles called instead upon all 
free nations to make collective 
security ironclad by mobilizing! 
their full power for a cunterattack 
against any aggression by Com- j 
munist “barbarians." 
The Republican foreign policy 
adviser termed this a “deterrent 
of retaliatory power” and said it 
would make unnecessary a choice 
by the United States between two 
disastrous alternatives.” 
The U. S., he said, would not 
have to dissipate its power in fu­ 
tile efforts at “state defense’’ all 
around the world nor would we 
have to "crawl back into our own 
hole in a vain hope of defending 
ourselves against all the rest of 
the world.” 
Dulles, an American Delegate to 
the U. N., had deplored in a tele­ 
gram to Mr. Hoover Tuesday that 
his speech had been described in a 
State Department announcement 
as “a reply” to the former presi­ 
dent’s talk of Dec. 20. 
Opposed Hoover’s Thesis 
Nevertheless Dulles in his ad­ 
dress to the American Association 
for the United Nations opposed 
Mr. Hoover’s main thesis of pull­ 
ing out out of Europe and Asia 
and basing American defense on 
a “Hemispheric Gibraltar.’’

Nation's 1950 Traffic 


)eath Toll Forecast 


s Highest In Years 
CHICAGO, Dec. 30. — (INS) — 
The National Safety Council pre­ 
dicts the nation’s 1950 traffic 
death toll will reach approximately 
35,000 by tomorrow midnight—the 
highest in nine years. 
Council President Ned H. Dear­ 
born said in Chicago last night the 
death estimate was computed on 
the basis of 31,230 persons killed 
in the first 11 months of the year. 
Council figures show that only 
five times in the history of motor 
vehicle travel—in 1934, 1935. 1936, 
1937 and 1941—has the 35,000 fig­ 
ure been exceeded. 
The council said the ll^nonth 
death total this year was up 10 per 
cent over the corresponding 1949 
period. Deaths for November alone 
were 3,210—up about eight per 
cent from November, 1949.

TOKYO, Dec. 30. — Ameri­ 
can and R u s s i a n - m a d e jet 
fighter planes tangled in the 
biggest aerial dogfight of the 
Korean War today while 
ground fighting was confined 
to bitter patrol actions near 
the 38th Parallel. 
Between 35 and 40 Red 
MIG-15 jets attacked a forma­ 
tion of 15 American F-86 
Saberjets south of Sinuiju, 
Yalu river North Korean port 
opposite the Red Manchurian 
city of Antung in the north­ 
west corner of Korea. 
Two of the Communist planes 
were damaged. All the American 
fighters returned to base safely 
after the fierce air fight between 
the fastest known American and 
Russian 
jet 
aircraft. 
Saberjets 
have achieved speeds in excess of 
650 miles per hour. 
Another Air Battle 
In another air battle over the 
same area earlier today Saberjet 
pilots shot down one MIG-13 and 
probably destroyed a second in a 
flight of six enemy aircraft. 
Today’s bag raised to 18 the 
number of MiG’s destroyed or 
damaged in combat with Ameri­ 
can Saberjets and F-80 Shooting 
Stars. 
An air force spokesman said the 
big dogfight started at 3:15 p.m. 
(1:15 a.m. EST Saturday) and 
raged at altitudes between 25,000 
and 30,000 feet. 
It was the largest number of 
Red planes to appear in a battle 
with American aircraft.

NEEDED MORE THAN EVER 


Credit the Citizens Committee for the Hoover Report 
with a timely reminder. The job of reorganizing the executive 
branch of the federal government, says the committee in its 
latest summary, is about half done—and this should mean an 
eventual saving of perhaps |2 ,000,000,000. But the job needs 
to be finished. 
That is a timely reminder because some might think it 
would be a mistake to push this renovation program at a time 
when the government is spending scores of billions for arma­ 
ment. The truth is the need for efficient governmental ma­ 
chinery is all the greater now “to withstand the shock and 
strain of continuous economic and military attack.” 
It would have been better if the whole undertaking had 
been wrapped up long before this. But when the apparatus of 
government has been demonstrated to be faulty as well as ex­ 
travagant, the only sensible course is to strengthen it before 
it breaks down entirely. 
Certainly it is absolutely imperative that the cost of gov­ 
ernment be reduced to a minimum at a time when defense out­ 
lay will boost federal spending to wartime levels. Every dol­ 
lar saved will be a dollar that will not add to inflationary pres­ 
sures, and runaway inflation could bring a disaster almost as 
terrible as military defeat. 
The hard part of the reorganization program is still 
ahead. Dr. Robert L. Johnson, chairman of the citizens com­ 
mittee, thinks the 50 per cent still to be done will be “far more 
difficult” to accomplish than the first half. But he must be 
’proved wrong. The need is greater than ever.

The Soviet Union believes in the Golden Rule. It believes, 
in effect, that others should do unto Russia as Russia would be 
done by, because Russia deserves it. 
It does not believe that Russia should do unto others as 
she would be done by, because they do not deserve it. This is 
a one-way version of the Golden Rule. It can be deduced quite 
logically by taking as an axiom the assumption that Russia is 
always right. 
Russia constantly denounces the United States — and 
sometimes other nations as well—for actions that Russia is in 
the habit of committing. She does this whether the denuncia­ 
tions are true or false. She usually labels these denunciations 
peace talk. 
But if those she attacks denounce her in turn, she calls 
that war-mongering. Russia is always right. Hence other na­ 
tions are always wrong—unless they agree with her, and do 
what she says. 
There are so many major examples of this attitude that 
it wiU be interesting to dissect a trivial one for a change. Less 
than a year ago Russian writers were loftily denouncing U. S. 
comic books as proof of the degradation of the American 
mind. But now comic books by the tens of thousands are flood­ 
ing China with Soviet propaganda. At a distance they re­ 
semble American comic books. The themes differ, though. 
The colored booklets, with their dialogue balloons, show 
the crimes of American imperialism, Russia’s friendship for 
China, how the Communists are dealing with evil landlords, 
the sins of capitalism, and the importance of sacrifices for (but 
not by) Russia. They also depict Russian fairy tales (real ones, 
that is.)

Dormitory To

BEAVER FALLS, Dec. 29—Plans 
for the erection of a men’s dormi­ 
tory- at Geneva College, were an­ 
nounced today by P r e s i d e n t 
Charles M. Lee.

In 1948, the College’s centennial | 
anniversary- year. A $150,000 addi- j 
tlon to the science hall was dedi­ 
cated in 1948. and last year a stu­ 
dent center was erected. 
The contract for the building

Architect Arthur L. Mart.solf, New 
Brighton, who designed and plan­ 
ned the structure, said that actual 
work on the dorm will begin in 
early spring.

PROTECT STRAWBERRIES 
WITH A WINTER MULCH 


Where straw berry plants have 
not already been mulched for the 
winter, covering them in mid-De­ 
cember will still afford protection. 
A good mulch perform s a num­ 
ber of functions. 
It prevents win­ 
ter-killing. which may be severe 
where the plants have no snow 
cotjer during cold, windy weather. 
It prevents “heaving” by keeping 
the 
soil frozen. 
Much 
delays 
blossoming in the spring, and thus 
reduces the possibility of frost 
damage to flowers 
It keeps the 
berries clean, conserves soil mois­ 
ture. and tends to smother weeds. 
A num ber of these advantages 
can be obtained with later applica­ 
tion but to realize full benefit in 
preventing 
winter-killing 
and 
heaving, the mulch should be ap­ 
plied at this time. 
Pennsylvania growers use a va­ 
riety of m aterials for mulching. 
Among these are wheat, barley, 
oat, rye 
and 
buckwheat 
straw'. 
Even 
shredded 
corn 
fodder is 
better than nothing, but it is too 
coarse to be ideal. 
Wheat straw is considered to be 
the best m aterial since it is neither 
too coarse nor too fine. 
Barley, 
oat and buckwheat straws are us­ 
ually too fine, having a tendency 
to sm other the plants by settling 
too close around them. 
Rye straw' 
is rather coarse. 
W hatever m aterial is used, it 
should be free of grain and weed 
seed, which would be troublesome 
in the patch next spring. 
About five tons per acre of dry 
mulch 
or 
proportionately 
more 
damp or wet m aterial will be re­ 
quired. 
This will make a covering 
several inches thick when applied. 
If damp oc wet straw is applied, 
less trouble will be encountered 
from 
having the m aterial 
blow 
away before it has settled into 
place.

Alcatraz Prisoner 
Enters Petition 


If the ruling of Judge W. Walter 
Braham stands, Kenneth G. Palm­ 
er, now in Alcatraz prison Cal- 
ifo nia will be back here some day 
for trial on a charge of felonious 
assault and battery. 
Palmer was one of the group 
that robbed the Volant bank in 
1941. He was escaping from his 
crime when he came across Police 
Chief Ernest R. Hartman of Ell- 
wood Clt5’ in an early morning fog. 
The chief battled it out with him 
and placed him under arrest. The 
Federal authorities? then asked for 
Palmer to trj* him on a charge of 
robbing a national bank. The Law­ 
rence county authorities agreed 


and Palmer went to Alcatraz for 
his crime. 
An 
information 
was 
lodged 
against him here and an indict­ 
ment presented which was return­ 
ed a true bill. Following the 
finding of a true bill a detainer 
was lodged against Palmer in Al­ 
catraz which guarantees his being 
turned over to Lawrence county 
authorities when he is released 
from there. 
He recently petitioned the court 
asking that the indictment against 
him here be quashed. His reason 
was that when Pennsylvania re­ 
leased him to the Federal authori­ 
ties the commonwealth forfeited 
all claim upon him. 
Judge Braham holds that the 
governor did not forfeit any of 
the commonwealth’s rights when 
he turned Palmer over to the 
Federal authorities. 
Apparently Palmer is near pa­ 
role time and wants to be free 
of the charge against him here. 
Unless some higher court reverses 
Judge Braham. Palmer will be 
back some day.
